They are the Danish Legation in Pont Street, 
3.W. Ever since the German invasion of Denmark 
last April the Minister, Count Edouard Reventlow, 
and his staff have been unable to communicate with 


their Government. 


They know litde or ‘nothing of j 
what is happening in their country 
except what they hear trom the 
German-controlled radio. They 
‘cannot telephone to Copenhagen, 
wd the only news they receive 
Yom thetr homes are brief mes- 
sages which can be sent through 
the Red Cross. 

Yet the legation are carrying 
on. because they are recognised 
by the Foreign Office ag “in, 
charge of all Danish interest® 
that are not under control of 
Germany."" 


A Few Went Home 


Jwo or three members of the 
tuff have mnade their way back to 
Jenmark by a circuitous route, but 
WL the others, including: the Minis- 
ven, have remained at their posts, 

Most of their work consists in 
looking after the 400 or 500 Danish 
reamen who are how sathng under 
the Allied flag. 

Many of these Danes, some of 
vhom speak no Bnglish, often call 
at the Legation between voyages. 

The Legation also maitttau con- 
feet with the Danish authoritres 
ny Greenland and the Faroe 
Isdands and the Danish Consulates: 
incall parts of the British Empire. 

Although the Legation can no 
tonyer be supplied with funds from 
Derimark, their uplecey presents No 
aiculty. There are bre Danish 
sunds in dvendon, and substantial 
sums are received for the charter 
of the Danish vessels cow under 
she contral of the Munistey of Ship- 
portly 

A picture of King Christian 
hangs in the entrance hall of the 

Legation, A sad, subdued at- 

mosphere pervades the big 

buliding, Nearty all of the staff 
have homes in Denmark from 
which they are now cut off.

They are the Danish Legation in Pont Street, 
S.W. Ever since the German invasion of Denmark 
last April the Minister, Count Edouard Reventlow, 
and his staff have been unable to communicate with 


their Government. 


They know little or nothing of| 
what is happening in their country 
except what they hear from the 
German-controlled = radio, They 
cannot telephone to Copenhagen, 
and the only news they receive 
from their homes are brief mes- 
sages whieh can be sent through 
the Red Cross. 

Yet the legation, are carrying 
on, because they are recognised 
by the Foreign Office as “in 
charge of all Danish Interests 
that are not. under control ‘of 
Germany." 


A Few Went Home 


Two or three members of the 
staff! have made their way back to 
Denmark by a circuitous route, but 
all the others, including, the Minis- 
ter, have remained at thelr posts, 

Most of their work consists in 
looking after the 400 or 500 Danish 
seamen who are now sailing under 
the Allied flag. 

Many of these Danes, some of 
whom spetk no English, often call 
at the Legauon between voyages. 

The Legation alsu miuntain con- 
tact with the Danish wuthorities 
in) Greenland and the Faroe 
Islands and the Danish Consulates 
in all parts of the British Empire 

Although the Legation can no 
longer be supplied with funds from 
Denmark, their upkeep presents No 
difficulty, There are big Danish 
fund. in London, and substantial 
sums are recerved por the charter 
of the Dane ve sel. naw under 
the contrebofl the Ministry of Shap. 
ping 

A picture of King Christian 
hangs in the entrance hall of the 

Legation, A sad. subdued at- 

mosphere pervades the big 

building, Nearly all of the staff 
have homes in Denmark from 
which they are now cut off. 


Little News 


Count Reventlow, who spent the 
last war in London as a counsellor 
at the Legation, is separated from 
his two sons and his 20-year-old 
duughter, who 1s tady-in-waiting 
to Crown Princess Tngrid. 

Others on the staff have wives 
and children in Denmark. Every 
now and agiin a telegram, 4 
post-card or a brief jeter from 
home comes through the Red Cross, 
but the men and women at the 
Legation know ‘little of how the 
lives of their families have been 
changed by the German occupa- 
tion. 

They do not see a Danish 
newspaper until i! is weeks or 
months old. They know nothing 


of life in Denmark other than as it 
is presented to the world by the 
German invaders

Jenkins, a sweet swatter out of 
Sweetwater, Tex., came trom no- 
where tofiatten Lou Ambers in 
three rounds and win the New 
York version of the light-weight 
leadership, 

Sammy Anzgott 
Pa., won National Boxing Asso- 
ciation recognition as the 135- 
pound ruler by taking a decision 
from Davey Day of Chicago in 
Louisville on Derby Eve. 

The year failed to produce a 
heavyweight coming close to being 
a satisfactory challenger of Joe 
Louis. 

Arturo Godoy kept his chin 
close to the canvas to go the full 
15 rounds with Louis and fool a 
lot of people in February, The 
Chilean was straightened up by 
lett hooks to the body, cut up and 
belted out in the eighth round 
when he foolishly attempted a re- 
peat performance in June,

After completing the bombing 
attacking our ‘planes machine- 
gunned enemy aircraft on the 
ground, destroying four enemy 
bombers and damaging several 
more. 

Enemy fighters attempted to in- 
tercept our aircraft but quickly 
broke off the engagement.
